Dr.  Robert  Speirs  was  Headmaster 
of  Selwyn  House  School  froru 
1945-1971  -  a  span  of  twenty-six 
years.  During  this  time  the  School 
m.oved  from  Redpath  Street  to  its 
present  location.  Also,  Grades  10 
and  11  were  added  so  that  a  boy  could 
stay  at  the  School  for  his  complete 
Elementary  and  Secondary  School 
education.  Dr.  Speirs  was  a  wonderful 
person  who  touched  all  those  around 
him.  He  impressed  upon  the  boys 
the  value  and  pleasure  of  warmth 
in  human  relations.  Dr.  Speirs  will 
be  remembered  as  one  of  the  great 
Headmasters  of  Selwyn  House  School.

William  Hingston  Daly 


William  Daly  is  a  Selwyn  House  Old 
Boy,  class  of  1952.  He  and  his  wife,  Nancy, 
have  two  boys  and  a  girl :  David,  class  of 
1980;  Grant,  class  of  1982;  and  Lisa. 

William  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  School  from  1971  to 
1979,  and  was  Treasurer  from  1971  to  1977. 
He  is  the  Executive-Secretary  of  the 
Selwyn  House  Endowment  Fund  and 

Vice-President  of  the  Selwyn  House  Old 
Boys'  Association. 

William's         enthusiastic  commitment 

to  Selwyn  House  and  his  hard  work  in  various 
capacities  remain  at  an  extraordinarily 
high  level. 

For  this  the  School  thanks  him  and 
honours  him  today. 


Captain  Algernon  Lucas 

Captain  Lucas  was  bom  in  England 
on  the  7th  of  November,  1889.  He  graduated 
from  Selwyn  College,  Cambridge,  in  1903, 
after  which  he  came  to  Canada  and  taught 
at  a  school  in  Brockville. 

In  1908  Captain  Lucas  started 
Lucas  School  with  seven  pupils  in  a  small 
flat  on  Crescent  Street.  Within  two  years 
the  School  moved  into  a  house  on  MacKay 
Street. 

Captain  Lucas  transferred  the 
ownership  of  the  School  to  Mr.  Macaulay 
in  1912,  in  order  to  pursue  a  career  as 
an  insurance  broker.  In  1914,  Captain  Lucas 
went  to  England  and  secured  a  commission 
in  the  Life  Guards.  He  was  wounded  in 
France  and,  whilst  convalescing  in  Ireland, 
was  killed  by  a  sniper's  bullet  in  1916. 


Mr.  Colin  Campbell  Macaulay 

Mr.  Macaulay  arrived  in  Montreal  in 
September,  1911.  He  was  an  old  friend 
of  Captain  Lucas  as  they  had  obtained 
their  degrees  from  Selwyn  College  at  the 
same  time.  Mr.  Macaulay  taught  at 
Lower  Canada  College  for  a  year  before 
taking  over  the  Lucas  School  from 
Captain  Lucas.  It  was  the  common  Alma 
Mater  of  the  first  two  headmasters  that 
led  to  Mr.  Macaulay  renaming  the  School 
Selwyn  House.  Mr.  Macaulay  retired  in 
1929.  He  returned  to  England  where  he 
died  in  1958  ?t  the  age  of  83. 

In  this  its  seventy-eighth  year,  the 
School  has  grown  to  its  present  size  of 
502  pupils  and  now  occupies  two  buildings 
in  Westmount.
